Why  a Sunday  School  Curriculum 
in  Spanish? 

For  many  years  Sunday  school  teachers  in 
Latin  America  and  other  leaders  in  Christian 
education  have  urged  that  the  Committee  on 
Cooperation  in  Latin  America  help  to  make 
available  a Sunday  School  Curriculum  planned 
by  and  for  Spanish  Speaking  Americans.  The 
need  is  acute. 


Who  Planned  and  Developed  It? 

These  leaders  representing  many  denom- 
inations and  many  countries  in  Latin  America 
conferred  in  Mexico  ( 1941 ) , Argentina  ( 1949) 
and  Cuba  (1950). 


Who  Is  Writing  It? 

A group  of  Spanish  speaking  Evangelicals 
in  Latin  America:  from  12  countries  and  9 
denominations. 


Where  Will  It  Be  Published? 

Evangelical  publishing  houses  in  Latin 
America  will  print  this  great  curriculum. 


Purpose

To  win  boys  and  girls,  young  people  and 
adults  to  Christ. 

To  provide  material  for  spiritual  growth 
and  the  deepening  of  Christian  life  and  ex- 
perience. 


Simplified  Course 

Material  will  be  provided  for  children  from 
5 to  9.  They  will  be  taught  in  one  class.  Other 
materials  will  be  prepared  for  children  from 
10  to  14.  They  will  be  taught  in  a second  class. 


Emphasis 

Bible  centered  in  Content. 

Christ  centered  in  Purpose. 

Pupil  centered  in  Method. 

Outcome 

The  family  will  be  drawn  closer  together 
through  home  discussion  of  mutual  Sunday 
school  interests. 

The  church  membership  will  be  brought 
closer  together  through  a unifying  study  ex- 
perience. 

The  Evangelicals  of  all  Latin  America  will 
be  led  closer  together  through  a common  re- 
ligious experience  growing  out  of  the  use  of 
the  new  Sunday  school  material.

Denominational  doctrinal  emphases  are  to 
be  provided  as  needed  by  each  denomination 
through  supplementary  material.

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  sum  of 
$150,000  wiU  be  needed  to  cover  the  initial 
cost  of  this  curriculum  project.  The  materials 
for  the  first  year  are  scheduled  to  be  com- 
pleted by  July,  1953.  They  will  be  placed  in 
depositories  or  bookstores  in  the  various 
countries  in  Latin  America  and  in  the  United 
States,  and  should  be  in  the  churches  for  use 
January  1,  1954. 

Materials  will  be  priced  to  cover  the  cost 
of  production.  Income  from  sales  will  be  used 
as  a revolving  fund  to  provide  reprints  and 
new  editions  of  these  publications.
